HENRY GEORGE. 
H e Says That Cleveland W ill Soon Advo­ 
cate the Single Tax Theory. 
K ansas C ity, January 28th.—Henry 
George, the distinguished advocate of the 
single tax theory, was in the city yesterday, 
on his way around the world. He goes 
from here to Denver and San Francisco. 
During his reception by the Single-Tax 
Clnb he avowed that Grover Cleveland 
would soon be an outspoken advocate of 
the single-tax idea. This was supple­ 
mented with the statement that free trade 
and single tax were twin ideas. In this 
connection he said: 
“Oce leads into the other. When a man 
once commences to think about the tariff 
issue he is sitting on a greased plank and 
is bound to slide into the singie-tax idea. 
When Grover Cleveland first became a can­ 
didate for President I refused positively to 
take any part in the campaign, but after his 
message laying down the tariff I changed 
my mind and opinion ot the man, and now 
know that he is coming around all right. 
It is only a matter of time before he will 
be in line on the sing’.e-tax question,'’ 


A Talented M inister Startles the Church 
People of St. Louis. 
St. L ouis, January 28th.—This city is all 
stirred np over a religious sensation that 
will become national in interest and im­ 
portance, and of which mutterings have 
been heard, but which did not fully develop 
until to-day. 
Rev. R. 0. Cave is one of the most elo­ 
quent, if not the very foremost, in pnlpit 
oratory in this city, and for some time past 
has been pastor of the Central Christian 
Church. His congregation was composed 
of leading St. Louisans, and the church is 
situated in an aristocratic quarter of the 
city.The first startling evidence that Cave 
had departed from the orthodox teachings 
of Alexander Campbell, was found in a 
sermon delivered by him two months since, 
in which he flatly denied the inspiration of 
the Old Testament, and made a general at­ 
tack upon the narrowness of creeds, his 
sermon being, as usual, couched in the 
most brilliant and graphic language. 
Anticipating a revolt of the orthodox 
following to such utterances, Dr. Cave's 
immediaie followers in the Central Chris­ 
tian Church held a formul meeting aud 
strongly indorsed their brilliant pastor. 
No action was taken by the orthodox 
element for some time, but the minister’s 
addresses in the same, or rather assuming 
a more pronounced vein of heterodoxy, 
his course could not be ignored. Even then 
the influence wielded by the magnetic pas­ 
tor was apparent, for at* a church meeting 
heid some weeks since a formal report and 
disapproval of his advanced teachings were 
coupled with the most emphatic expres­ 
sions of appreciation of his talents. 
Following this meeting Dr. Cave resigned 
his pastorate. His resignation was imme­ 
diately followed by that of a large propor­ 
tion of the Central Church members who 
were faithful to him, and a hall being 
rented temporarily a new Christian Church 
was organized under the Dame of the 
“West End Christian Church,” with Dr. 
Cave as pastor. 
Since that time the bald minister has de­ 
livered a series of sermons that have been 
widely reported and have attracted pro­ 
found attention. He denies the inspiration 
of the Scriptures and the divinity of Christ, 
scoffs at the miracles 8Dd belabors the ac­ 
cepted dogmas of the Church unmercifully. 
Iu consequence of such a revolutionary 
course Dr. Cave has been officially con­ 
demned by the organs of the Christian 
Church and by other ministers as unsound 
and dangerous in bis doctrine. 
Yesterday the secession sensation culmi­ 
nated when the undauDted Free thiDker 
arose in the pulpit, and with great emotion 
announced that, in view of such official 
condemnation, he felt it his dnty to resign 
from the pastorate of tbe secediDg church 
rather than have it and ils members pro­ 
nounced out of communion with all other 
recognized Christian churches. 
The announcement was followed by a last 
and crowning evidence of loyalty on the 
part of bis followers. It was a virtual repeti­ 
tion of the scriptural scene between Ruth 
and Naomi, and the declaration, "W hither 
thou goest I will go," was unqualifiedly 
made bv every member of the bold congre­ 
gation.’ It was agreed that if the pastor 
was heretical his parishioners were also, 
and all might as well be read out by “book, 
bell or candle” together. The officers of 
the church stated that tbe church wa3 or­ 
ganized under the laws of the State of Mis­ 
souri and could continue its existence sepa­ 
rated from all other religious bodies. Upon 
this basis the congrega’ion has formally 
decided to withdraw from the orthodox 
Christian Church and cling to the pastor. 
The organization will continue to be known 
as the West End Christian Church, but will 
be severed from all connection with other 
religious bodies. It begins its startling ex­ 
istence as an independent religions organi­ 
zation and its head and front is Dr. R. C. 
Cave.

In Speaking of tho B oston B ruiser, R e­ 
fers to H im as “ M r. Sullivan " 
" N ew Y obk, January 28th.—Peter Jack­ 
son, the colored Australian pugilist, seems 
to be the most respected individual con­ 
nected with the disreputable prize-ring. 
A passenger on the Adriatic in speaking of 
the tan-colored slogger said; 
He looks remarkably well, and made 
himself very popular on board. This 
morning the cabin passengers presented 
him with a beautifully engrossed address, 
wishing him all sorts of good luck. The 
colored pugilist, in care of Parson Davies 
and other lights, went around town to day. 
Jackson said he had heard Sullivan had 
declined to meet him for $15.000.

Would he abide by 
any decision that organization might make, 
he was asked. 
“Are you confident of your ability to 
whip Sullivan?” 
"No, sir; I am not confident of anything. 
I never saw Sullivan in my life. I have 
never seen him box, and have no idea of 
his methods of fighting except what I have 
read of him, and have no doubt he is a 
magnificent man physically and a good 
fighter. 
Understand’ me. I am ready to 
meet all comers until I meet a belter man 
than I am. 
“1 do not say there are not better men 
than I am. I presume there are, but shall 
go on until I meet one of tbem. That’s 
mv position. 
“1 am ready to box any one in hall or 
club-room under the Marquis of Queens- 
berry rnles. This is, of course, with four- 
ounce gloves. 
“These are the terms on which I will 
meet Mr. Sullivan.” 
The pugilist always spoke of the Boston 
man as Mr. Sullivan, never as Sullivan. 
“I am sorry he has refused,” continued 
Jackson, “but suppose it cannot be helped.” 
“Then you will not fight under London 
prize-ring rules ?” 
. 
“No, s i r h e said, very emphatically. 
“I don’t want to be dragged down to Mis­ 
sissippi, and am sorry Mr. Snllivan got 
into trouble. 
I only hope he will come 
out all right. I have no desire to in any 
way come in contact with the law, and I 
don’t relish getliDg tangled up with any 
policeman. 
“You can put me down as saying that 
the Marquis of Queensberry rules, under 
proper police protection, is the only way 
I will figbt. Iu that way I will meet any­ 
one, but I make do pretensions whatever. 
That's about all I can tell you.” 


GENERAL CROOK’S WARDS.

Chicago, January 28th.—General Crook 
talked to-day of the trans'er of the Apaches 
to Indian Territory. He asserted that the 
Apaches were now broken in spirit, and 
Gerónimo is teaching Sunday-school. The 
Indians will be glad to accept the removal 
as an opportunity to better their condition 
and farther their civilization. He was sure 
they would behave themselves in Indian 
Territory.

GOING SKYW ARD. 
A Num ber o l Englishm en Entertain Some 
Lofty Ideas. 
Chicago. January 2S:h.—London is to 
have an Eiffel tower which will out-Eiflel 
Eiffel. It is to be 1,200 feet ire eh, overtop­ 


ping the wonder of Paris by 200 feet. A 
company has been formed, the stock sub­ 
scribed and the contracts are being let. 
Chicago will have an interest in the enter­ 
prise, as she did in the Eiffel Tower, for the 
same elevator company is to build the ele­ 
vators for the new tower at London. Es­ 
timates are now being prepared for that 
purpose. The fabulous profits from the 
Eiffel Tower are a matter of notoriety. 
English capital, which is seeking invest­ 
ment throughout the world at present, was 
attracted by tbe golden opportunity of do­ 
ing as well, if not better. London, with 
her 5,000,000, and with hundreds of thous­ 
ands of visitors, could support a tower as 
well as Paris. The President of the ele­ 
vator company said to-day : 
“The new tower in London will undoubt­ 
edly be built. We are now preparing esti­ 
mates for the elevators. The tower will be 
1,200 feet high, and will cost more, prob­ 
ably, than the Eiffel Tower.” 
“How much will the elevators for the 
London tower cost?” 
“The two put up in the Eiffel Tower cost 
$100,000 each. More than that I am unable 
to say.” 
SUICIDE MANIA. 
It Strikes Butte, M outana—A Failure to 
Elicit Sym pathy. 
B utte (Mont.), January 28th. — Paul 
Stern, a German shoemaker, aged 25, came 
here three weeks ago from Helena. He 
roomed at 346 East Park street. Since his 
arrival he had become moody and despond­ 
ent from physical suffering. 
Yesterday morning early he tied a thin 
hemp cord, about the thickness of heavy 
packing cord, round a joist in the room, 
made a noose, and standing on the table, 
put it round his neck, then jumped off and 
ended his sufferings with his life. A gold 
watch and $14 were found on his person. 
C. Woodbury made an ineffectual at­ 
tempt to commit suicide at theSt. Nicholas 
Hotel last evening. He went there Satnr- 
riav evening, and though awakened, never 
left the room Sunday or to-day. The 
clerk went up to the room at 5:30 last even­ 
ing, and when in the hall-way heard a 
slight report followed by a groan. He 
went down for Manager Foster, and to­ 
gether they en'.ered ihe room, aud found 
Woodbury on tbe bed in great pain. 
He had shot himself in the right side, 
but with an antiquated little Sharpe’s four- 
barreled revolver, a mere toy. The ball 
entered the side and lodged in the intes­ 
tines. A physician was called, who told 
him that if he (Woodbury) had a*kcd, he 
(the doctor) would have told him how to 
kill himself effectually. The proprietor of 
the hotel asked him why he shot himself 
in the side ; why not place the pistol at his 
temple ? Others made equally ungenerous 
remarks. 
The man is in no danger. It is generally 
believed be attempted to take hi3 life, hop­ 
ing to awaken sympathy without suffering 
much. He had no money, and put up an 
overcoat with the clerk on Saturday night 
for a night’s lodging. 


THE TRENTON MYSTERY*. 
The Coroner’s Verdict in the Case of 
Mrs. Kniftin’s D eath. 
T ren to n (N. J ), January 28th.—The 
Coroner’s jury finds Mrs. Kniffin died from 
chloroform at the hands of an unknown 
person.

Kniffin was found dead in her bed, having 
been chloroformed, and a Miss Purcell, re­ 
siding in the house, who showed also effects 
of the deadly narcotic, but was soon re­ 
stored to consciousness, declared that 
chloroform was administered by burglars, 
the evidence of whose presence was seen 
in the disarranged furniture and open bu­ 
reau and drawers. There followed a public 
belief that Mr. Kniffin had murdered his 
wife and that he and Purcell were in 
league, and that fact has led to a thorough 
investigation. This verdict clears the hus­ 
band aud the young lady of the foul 
charge against them.]

The Union Pacific Trains Finally Get 
Through to Portland. 
P o rtla n d , January. 28th—The blockade 
all along the line of the Union Pacific is 
reported raised again. Tbe through train 
arrived last evening, bringing the mails 
and passengers. Several more trains will 
probably arrive between now and to-mor­ 
row morning. The Union Pacific officials 
here report that all freight trains are mov­ 
ing, and unless there should be another 
storm, it is expected that all trains will be 
running east and west on time in about five 
days, or just as soon as matters can be 
straightened out. 
On the Southern Pacific line the block­ 
ade has remained nnbroken south of Ash­ 
land. For the past two weeks there have 
been no through trains from San Francisco, 
and there are no immediate prospects of 
raising the blockade. 
To-day a train reached here from Ash­ 
land, bringing back the mails and passen­ 
gers who have been blocked at that point 
for the past ten days, unable to go farther 
south. 
The telegraph companies have 
four parties out to repair and keep the 
lines up, but thus far they have been only 
partially successful. 
Crushed To D eath. 
W kaverville, January 28th.—News has 
been received here of the death of John 
Farrelmann, who was fonnd dead in bed 
beneath the ruins of his cabin a few miles 
below Douglas City Friday. The roof had 
succumbed to tbe great depth of snow on 
it, and wbile be was asleep fell on him and 
probably killed him instantly. He was a 
native of Germany, aged about 64 years, 
and a pioneer of Trinity county. 
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Jefftfocn Davis Enlogized by Senator 
George in the Senate. 


REM ARKS OF SENATOR SPOONER. 
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CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
IN THE SÍSATE. 
Washington, January 28th.—In the Senate 
Morrill introduced Windom’s silver bill. It was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 
A bill to relieve the Treasurer from the 
amount charged him and deposited with the 
several States was passed. 
A bill reiundlug to the States and Territories 
the moneys collected under the direct tax bill 
was then passed after a vigorous debate. 
Chaudier's resolution, discussed yesterday, 
was taken up again, and George of Mississippi 
continued his argument. He condemned the 
hanging ol Proctor in effigy, and pronounced a 
eulogy on Jefferson Davis, as never having be­ 
trayed a trust either to the United States or the 
Comederacy. 
Spooner of Wisconsin replied warmly. He re­ 
gretted that the Senator had taken occasion to 
eulogize Jefferson Davis in the Senate of the 
United States. The people at the North believe, 
contraiy to George, that Davis sat in the Ser ate, 
daily betraying the highest trust reposed in 
mao, and they did not execrate his memory for 
this, however, but because they held him re­ 
sponsible for Ihe atrocious cruelties visited on 
Union prisoners. Referring to the brutal whip­ 
ping of Faunce because he accidentally dropped 
tbe rope which held up Proctor's effigy, Spooner 
spoke of Faunce being lashed through the 
streets of Aberdeen, iollowed by a jeeriDgcrowd 
of 300 citizens, not one of whom interfered. 
The Mayor of the city was appealed to in vain. 
The resolution, if It did nothing else, would 
show that in the country there was one com­ 
munity (Aberdeen) where the love of Davis’ 
memory was stronger than respect for the law. 
Gray of Delaware offered an amendment, 
which was adopted, calling for the letter to the 
Marshal which brought out the report. Several 
other amendments were pending, including one 
by Cali of Florida, calliDg for information re­ 
garding the recent hunging in effigy, in Indiana, 
of President Harrison, and of President Cleve­ 
land, in Kansas. The resolution went over. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
In the House to-day, Vandever introduced a 
bill for the establishment ol an Indian Indus­ 
trial School in California. 
The dependent parents’ pension bill passed. 
Dorsey reported a bill from the Committee on 
Banking, a currency bill for the Issue of circu­ 
lating notes to National Banks on a deposit of 
bonds, etc. 
Bland, Anderson of Kansas, and others, an­ 
tagonized the bill as inimical to silver, and 
solely in the interest of bankers. 
Cannon offered a substitute, and the m atter 
went over. 
Another Pension Bill. 
W a sh in g to n, January 2Sth.—The House 
to-day passed a bill providing that in cases 
of pension claims of dependent parents it 
shall be necessary only to show to the Pen­ 
sion Office that the parents are without 
other means of support than that of m an­ 
ual labor. 
The R ace Trouble. 
W a sh in g to n, January 28th. — Senator 
Bruce called on the President to-day and 
talked over the race question. The Presi­ 
dent expressed a warm interest in the 
question, which has given him more 
trouble than anything else since he became 
President. He said he hoped the trouble 
would be peacefully settled.

Condensed Telegraphic D ispatches From 
AH Farts of the W orld. 
There are forty-five veterans of the late 
war in the Iowa Legislature. 
The warm weather has broken the coal 
ring in Chicago and the prices of all sizes 
has gone down a dollar. 
There is talk of a new company, backed 
by ED giish capital and supported by Penn­ 
sylvania producers, to fight Standard Oil. 
The town of Dover, N. H., was so badiy 
afflicted with the grip tbat businrss was 
practically at a standstill and tbe streets 
were deserted. 
Tbe growth of Washington is illustrated 
by tbe fact that 2,155 new dwellings were 
erected last year. Many were residences of 
great elegance and value. 
The Grange has fonnd its greatest success 
in this country in New Hampshire, where 
it has been kept out of politics and free 
from every outside controversy. 
A bill in the Mississippi State Senate pro­ 
poses to restrict suffrage at Jackson to those 
who can read and write, or to those who 
own $500 worth of taxable property. 
The Finance Committee of Johnstown 
hare prepared a bill for Congress for an 
appropriation of $500,000 for the purpose of 
dredging the Conemaugh and StoDy creek. 
The open winter has put off the solution 
of the rar-beater problem on the great 
Eastern lines.

stubborn blockade. Or, if any other view 
is taken, it must be conceded at least that 
the officials directing the movements of 
plows, trains and locomotives, best know 
when they can be moved with safety 
and with effectiveness. Any other system 
than that of train-dispatching would put 
the lives of passengers and employes in 
constant peril, and result in the utmost 
confusion. 
Experience has evolved the 
“order’' system, and nothing superior to it 
has ever been suggested by the most ad­ 
vanced railroad authority.

GROWLING AT THE RAILROAD COM 
PANY. 


Zuropeans 
say 
that the 
American 
traveler is often the most exacting and un­ 
reasonable man in the world. 
We shall 
begin to think that the European judg­ 
ment is sound in that respect. 
Here we 
have growls and grumbling statements 
from a few passengers detained at Truckee, 
ir .i aimed against the Southern Pacific 
!. :mpany. The sum of their charges is— 
and. by the way, but three men out of 
¡.evenly sign the document—that they 
n..ve suffered some inconvenience at Truc­ 
kee by being detained there by unavoida­ 
ble accident; that a few passengers have 
been suffering with colds, that one was 
taken with diphtheria and died in a hotel, 
stud that some others are out of money. 
Passengers on steamers and by rail not in 
frequently d ie; it will be a new code of 
railroad ethics that will hold the carriers 
responsible for such misfortunes where no 
aegiect of the carrier enters into the 
matter. 
Passengers who buy a ticket for 
transportation bargain for carriage only, 
MÚ if they are detained by unavoidable 
accident, there is no obligation on the part 
of the carrier to supply them with money, 
physicians or with food or shelter. It is 
the hight of absurdity to growl at the 
carrier for a situation he did not bring on, 
r.nd that he could not have prevented. 
Here we have a silly complaint from a 
physician who was taken sick on a delayed 
train, and the idea seems to be thrown out 
that inhumanity was shown because the 
train men had not an apothecary-shop at 
hand to supply the needed drugs. This 
eame doctor is full of complaining against 
the company because of the price of food 
that passengers saw fi: to purchase in pre­ 
ference to accepting the free checks given 
out by the railroad people for good meals 
at 
d e ls at stations where tbe trains 
were delayed. Probably the company is 
to blame .for not regulating tbe trade of 
the people having provisions to sell. 
Pos 
sibly there may be known some method of 
requiring a man to part with his property 
at leas than his own price, and probably 
these railroad officials have power in that 
m atter which the sovereign State cannot 
exercise. 
The truth is, however, that the growlers 
and complainants have been few compared 
to the whole number of passengers incom­ 
moded by act of nature. As we have al­ 
ready said, human nature would be what 
we would like it to lie, and not what it is, 
if there were not in every large body of 
men some who find fault, no matter what 
the circumstances. 
When we consider 
that several hundred passengers have for a 
long time been delayed on their course by 
enow blockades; that at one time in one 
place food ran short for a few hours; that 
many of the passengers were not provided 
with money for the expenses of a loDg de­ 
lay; that there were some unequal to the 
rare air of the high altitudes and the se­ 
verity of the unusual weather, it is not at 
all surprising that there was some suffer­ 
ing, some sickness, some grumbling and a 
good deal of discomfort 
But what is surprising is that the snow­ 
bound fared so well. Ilad they been pas­ 
sengers by water and have been cast away, 
would they have expected the steamship 
owners to have provided for them as have 
the railroad people for the delayed passen­ 
gers recently? Was there ever before a 
more surprising and generous record than 
that made by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany in this whole business? We think 
not. 
Let it be looked at fairly, in the 
calm of reason, and the verdict of non­ 
approval is not jiossible. The company 
ordered every complaint investigated and 
any possible neglect by employes recti­ 
fied. It furnished the passengers with the 
best food attainable at tbe {mints where 
tbe trains were delayed, or that could be 
packed in to them. They permitted all 
who desired where the accommodations 
served, to leave the cars and take their 
meals at the hotels at the company’s ex­ 
pense. They sent special agents of relia­ 
bility and experience to visit the trains 
and see that no man or woman suffered for 
lack of ordinary comforts. They went, in­ 
deed, to the extreme limit of generosity 
without a single legal obligation to do so, 
and they moved the trains as rapidly as it 
was possible to do. There were found men 
on these trains who knew, of course, that 
they could have handled them a great deal 
better. That always happens. The man 
is ever present who can conduct the affairs 
■of another better than the one most inter­ 
ested. 
All sensible people know that railroad­ 
ing on a single track can be carried on only 
by tbe “order” system ; these orders must 
emanate from a central office of authority, 
where the whole situation is reported mo­ 
mentarily, and where the actual condition 
of the track is known and the capacity of 
side-tracks and passage-ways clearly under­ 
stood. 
For instance, some of the passeu- 
gers who were detained at Blue Canyon 
and Shady Run sent up a growl that their 
train ought to have been pushed on close 
behind the snowplow, failed to consider 
. that thereby they would Lave taken the 


AT THE BLOCKADES. 


INTENTION AND PERFORMANCE. 


During the storm all sorts of good resolu­ 
tions were formed relative to street im­ 
provements in this city. It remains to be 
seen if they will be dissipated with the 
rising moisture of the ground. 
The true 
friends of the city should make it their 
duty as well as their pleasure to see that 
the action so much needed is taken before 
the memory of the last few weeks grows 
faint. There is never so propitious a time 
in which to lay out all the plans, secure 
acquiescence of property-owners, and make 
the contracts for systematic improvement 
as in the winter season. 
If the prelim­ 
inaries are neglected two months more, 
there will be nothing done in 1890, except 
here and there a few blocks graded or a 
single street graveled on the old and costly 
line of operation, and under the slow 
methods with which all are so familiar. 
If we continue to make streets under the 
system that brings into play only the team 
and the shovel, some decades will have 
elapsed when the last of the work ap­ 
proaches completion. 
The one sensible 
and effective way of Improving streets in a 
city situated as is Sacramento, is to lay 
movable tramways of standard gauge, pro­ 
cure two or three dummy motors and a 
half hundred or more dump cars, and oper­ 
ate the trains on the streets from the pits 
from which the earth may be taken, at this 
latter point bringing into play a steam 
digger that at a single lift will scoop a yard 
and a half of earth and drop it into 
a car. 
By employing such means as 
these we can grade all the streets in the 
city needing the work most in a single 
season, and by far less expense than by 
employment of the old devices for hauling 
and digging. 
But of course the rapid and 
economic method cannot be availed of ex­ 
cept a very large number of property own­ 
ers agree upon a systematic method of 
street improving, and guarantee sufficient 
miles of streets to be improved to justify 
either the outlay to procure the machin­ 
ery or the removal of it to this city by 
some persons having it and willing to take 
the contracts on a large scale. There are 
such plants and they can be made ready to 
undertake our street grading in a short 
time. .So, too, local interests can save 
money by uniting and buying, or even 
renting, the motors, cars and steam dig­ 
gers, and having the same worked under 
competent superintendence for the good of 
all. 
The question for the people of this 
city to consider is not the profits or the 
losses of private contractors, but the lowest 
cost of the best possible and speediest 
street improvement. 
We should have the 
best. Our property values demand it; our 
commercial 
and 
industrial 
importance 
justify it. 
It is simply unthinkable that 
with the experience of this winter before 
them, the people of the Capital City will 
now decline to remedy the ills of our 
streets by systematic treatment. 


W e are disposed to believe that more 
damage has been done to the State by the 
sensational reporters than by the recent 
great storm. 
It is safe to assume from 
what 
Sacramento has experienced 
in 
the past at the hands of that gentry that 
other towns and cities which have recently 
had their attention have been as grossly 
misrepresented. The difficulty is that the 
San Francisco papers, as a rnle, send into 
the country to report phenomenal events 
men who are wholly unfamiliar with the 
place they are sent out to “ write up.” 
They are more than likely to interpret the 
most harmless of incidents and the least 
menacing of conditions into causes of 
threatening and impending ruiD, and to 
belittle real danger and overlook cause for 
it. The papers that send these young 
men into the cities and towns in the inte­ 
rior care very much less for facts than for 
startling and sensational reports; the re­ 
porters understand this, and hence they 
torture the most trivial matters into seem­ 
ing importance. This may be “enterprising 
journalism,” or it may be, nay is, mendac­ 
ity of the worst stripe. 


T h e Chronicle says that no storm oculd 
so paralyze traffic on railroads at the East 
as to shut off' communication between the 
great cities and the lesser ones of the A t­ 
lantic coast. That is mere assertion. The 
truth is that as late as March, 1888, a 
storm at the East blocked all the great 
railroads, and for days no trains on them 
ran to New York, Washington, Phila­ 
delphia or Baltimore. Trains were tied 
up in bleak places and unable to move, 
and traffic came to a dead standstill. 
Let 
the Chronicle overhaul its files and read 
the record of the tie-up. 


O n e of the “ intelligent” journals of 
San Francisco has a sensational account of 
the breaking of a Feather river levee “ at 
the town of W heatland,” and a descrip- 
tien of the raging waters flowing through 
the breach. Our own State papers ought 
to be well enough informed to know that 
Wheatland is not on or near the Feather 
river, and that there has been no break in 
a Feather river levee. Really the San 
Francisco press needs to import writers 
who are capable of informing themselves 
upon State geography. 


Two deaths have recently occurred in 
this city, the causes for which are said to 
be found in the after results of la grippe. 
There is common accord among the physi­ 
cians that while la grippe is easily enough 
managed in the vast majority of cases, the 
patient has reason to feel the results of too 
early exposure to cold after convalescing. 
One is not safe from these results for some 
time after apparent recovery. The right 
thing to do is to take as much care of one’s 
self for some days auer convalescence as 
prior thereto.

The Rotary Collapses at Cascade and 


Work is Delayed. 


BUT THE END IS YERY NEAR. 


C ondition o f th e B lockade on the 
Shasta 
R oute—It 
is in 
a 
B ad 
State. 


The breaking down of the rotary plow, 
which is the railroad's chief weapon in 
fighting the snow, vras an exasperating in­ 
cident of yesterday's battle in -the Sierras, 
happening as it did when 
they were 
within 300 feet of the end. 
But disappointments have been the rule 
all through this great blockade. It seemed 
that almost every maneuver resorted to by 
the railroad miscarried through some un­ 
foreseen occurrence. The worst has had tc 
be figured upon all through. 
Bat the indications at last accounts last 
night were that beyond a delay in the rais­ 
ing of the blockade, the breaking down of 
the rotary was not as serions an accident as 
it might have been. 
Division Superintendent Wright is on the 
field and is personally directing the wind­ 
up of the great battle. 
General Superintendent Fillmore ex 
pressed himself as confident, last night, 
that all would be over this morning, and 
he had made preparations for starting all 
trains, both east and west-bound, to-day. 
At last accounts the weather was still 
propitious on “the hill." It is storming, 
however, in other sections of the State. 
Should the storm shift about and get into 
the Sierras, it would make sad havoc with 
the work already done. It would re-estab­ 
lish the blockade, so the railroad officials 
state, as firmly as it was at any time during 
the past twelve days. 


COLLAPSE OF THE ROTARY. 


The G reat M achine, A fter a D esperate 
R esistance, Succum bs. 
From the Recobu-Union Special Correspondents. 
C ascade, January 2Sth.—The big rotary 
resumed her attack with renewed vigor 
upon the great snow-banks at this place 
to-day, and, though obviously distressed, 
she stayed nobly with the work. 
“She’s not herself at all,” said her engin­ 
eer to your correspondent this morniDg. 
“She’s tugging hard on her gearing, and 
I'm afraid she can’t last much longer. Bat 
she is dying hard, and will fight as long as 
she holds together. There is no time to 
grumble about sore joints and sprained 
limbs. She is a great machine, and there 
is no telling where the blockade would be 
to-day had we not had her with us.” 
The brave fellow loves his machine, and 
his peculiar manner of referring to “her” 
and “her sore joints,” and so forth, will be 
appreciated. 
SUFFERING, INDEED. 
But he spoke the truth regarding the great 
plow which has done such noble work 
during this exasperating and unprecedented 
blockade. 
8he was distressed. 
I inspected her during one of the breath­ 
ing spells, and, honestly, my heart sank. 
Her gearing was badly worn, and looked 
locse. I ’m not a mechanic myself, but it 
did not require an experienced eye to see 
that the noble machine was distressed. 
But time was short, and orders from 
headquarters were to break the blockade 
at all hazards—even at the sacrifice of the 
noble plow. 
The signal was given for a new start, and 
at it we werit again. We had been working 
slowly since last night, in order to save the 
machinery as much as possible. Had we 
been rnnning at the same speed we used 
when wiping out tbe big banks at Shady 
Run last week (or rather, had the plow 
been able to stand such another ordeal), we 
would now be through the Cascade strip, 
and probably returning homewards on one 
of the delayed trains from the East. 


SHE SUCCUMBS. 
Well, this was the condition of affairs up to 
noon, when another stop for breath was 
taken. The shovelers were working hard 
in our wake, clearing up what snow the 
plow left between the tracks and on the 
rails, as well as banking the snow on either 
side as solidly as possible. 
After a short rest we resumed the attack. 
The plow, it was plain, was growing 
weaker at every revolution. She creaked 
and groaned piteously, and our hearts went 
out to her. 
"Cheer up! cheer up!” called out her 
engineer. 
"There is not much 
more 
ahead.” 
The great machine seemingly took heart 
again, and for two hours fought on desper­ 
ately. Then she began to weaken again. 
It was an anxious moment for ail of us. 
“She’s a goner this time,” sadly re­ 
marked the engineer, whose conntenancei 
for the first time, indicated that he had at 
last given up all hope. "Poor IhiDg, she 
would if she could, but it’s impossible. I 
doubt if she will hold out another half­ 
hour.” 
Superintendent J. B. Wright, who was 
one of our party, was informed of the real 
condition of affairs. 
. 
"Can’t she possibly pull through ?” was 
his anxious query. 
"I think it's impossible,” was the reply 
he received. 
“ Well,” said he, determinedly, “ keep 
her to work until the last moment.” 
HEB WORK OVER. 
The last moment was not long in 
coming. 
Shortly after Mr. W right’s order the big 
plow trembled violently, and then there 
was a loud crash. Her engines whirled at 
double speed, but they imparted no power 
to the knifed cylinder in front. The whole 
train came toa standstill, and nothing was 
audible save the rumbling of the toothless 
cogs, which had given way under the terri­ 
ble strain. 
A hasty examination showed that the 
principal cogs in the gearing had broken, 
and there was no remedy bat to take the 
disabled plow from the battlefield and 
send her to Sacramento for repairs. 
Mr. W right gave the necessary orders, 
and an engine was detailed to start with 
her for the shops at Sacramento. 
The accident occurred at about 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The rotary was not 
started homeward until several hours later. 
She will be in Sacramento to-morrow 
morning. 
THE SHOVELERS TO THE FRONT. 
Mr. Wright immediately directed the 
shoveiers to 
"pitch 
into” 
the banks. 
“ We'll have to go it alone, bojc," he 
said. 
I did not leave the scene until quite late 
this evening, and at that time tbe “boys1’ 
weie making pretty good headway, consid­ 
ering tbat they were working in twenty 
feet of snow with great banks on eacb side, 
over which the snow had to be thrown. 
This they accomplished by workihg in 
tiers. 
When the plow collapsed there only re­ 
mained about 300 feet of track to be cieared.

T ru c k e e , January 28th.—The “cyclone” 
plow was given several tests here to-day, 
under the supervision of its inventor and 
Master Mechanic Small, of tbe Southern 
Pacific. The machine does not work ex­ 
actly smooth yet, bnt still it showed to ad­ 
vantage. Several side-tracks which were 
covered with deep snow were cleared off ia 
short order by the new invention. The 
plow was taken westward to-night, and will 
go as far as the summit, clearing any banks 
that may have caved in since the road was 
cleared on this side. It will not go to Cas­ 
cade, as reports have been received here 
tending to show tbat the blockade would 
be clear before she could reach that point.

Cisco, January 28th.—The blockade at 


Superintendent F illm ore Confident Tliat 
the Trouble is O ver. 
S an F ra n cisco , January 28th.—To-night 
Superintendent Fillmore stated that the 
rotary, which was clearing the snow at 
Cascade on the Central Pacific, broke down 
when but three hundred feet of track re­ 
mained to be cleared. 
The rotary was sent to Sacramento for 
repairs and a large force of shovelers put 
to work to complete the clearance of the 
track. 
The section between Toano and Wells 
which was reported blockaded this after­ 
noon is now cleared. 
They are flanging ice from the tracks 
wherever it impedes traffic, and the clear­ 
ance of the track at Cascade will be com­ 
pleted by morning. 
The widening ot snow-banks between 
Emigrant Gap and Alta will also be com­ 
pleted by morning. 
This will open tbe road along its entire 
length from San Francisco to Ogden, and 
the 
blockaded West-bound 
trains 
at 
Truckee, Reno and Wadsworth will be 
started for San Francisco to morrow morn­ 
ing, and the regular East-bound fast mail 
train will leave this city at its usual time 
to-morrow night. 
The indications now are that the Califor­ 
nia and Oregon road blockades will not be 
raised for at least a week. 


LATEST FROBI 
REDDING. 


A Landslide Yesterday N ear K ennett — 
W ashouts R epaired. 
From the R ecorp-Union Special Correspondent. 
R edding, January 28th.—Your corre­ 
spondent, who left 8acramento this morn­ 
ing, arrived here at 6 o'clock to-night, and 
upon inquiry at the railroad office found 
that the road above here as far as Kennett, 
17 miles north, is clear, but a landslide 
which has occurred there has covered the 
track for over fifty yards, and men are en­ 
gaged in clearing the way through. 
An engine and plow left here this morn­ 
ing and after the road is cleared at Kennett 
will proceed up to where snow is and as­ 
sist in the work of breaking the blockade. 
The North-bound passenger train, which 
Las stood here for two weeks wsitiDg for 
the blockade to be raised, left to-night for 
Sacramento, and although tbe passengers 
have been treated royally in the elegant 
hotel here, they all appeared to be glad to 
move and vary the monotony of being 
kept on a sidetrack. 
As soon as an engine goes north your 
correspondent will board her and proceed 
to the scene of operations. 
On the way np here, your reporter had a 
good view of the railroad track in the vari­ 
ous places where it had been washed out. 
Men were found working on the road at all 
those points and endeavoring to put it in 
good order as soon as possible. 
Our irain passed over places where the 
washouts had occurred all right. A tem­ 
porary curve track was laid above Yolo, 
where a short bridge has to be built across 
the creek. A portion of the track about a 
mile beyond Yolo, a piece between Willows 
and Lyman's, and theroadbed near Hooker 
creek, above Red Bluff, are the worst places 
on the road. These will be put in good or­ 
der shortly. 


LATEST FROM DUNSMUIR. 


M ore Slides R ep orted -S to ck o f Drugs 
A lm ost D ep leted . 
D unsm uir, January 28th.—Yesterday and 
last night were cloudy with flurries of 
snow, and to-day about four inches of wet, 
heavy snow fell. At 4 p. m. it changed to 
rain, with indications of continuing. 
Tbe temperature is 42°. Tbe river is 
rising and tbe rain is coming heavier. Tbe 
plows from the north and south both came 
in yesterday evening. The day was spent 
in clearing up some of the sidetracks and 
the turntable, and rearranging the forces 
and engines. Before dark both tbe plows 
were again sent back over tbeir sections, 
each followed by dining and sleeping cars. 
There are two heavy slides reported 
below, one at Tunnel Two and one at Nine. 
Several slides are reported between here 
and Mott. A gang of mechanics who came 
in from Edgewood on snowshoea report 
the cuts which had been cleared as again 
drifted full. Not anticipating more trouble 
trains should be run to Dunsmuir in two 
or three days. Tbe drug store is nearly 
depleted. 
Everybody is longing for the 
papers, and all are in good humor, consid­ 
ering the situation.

T H E M AILS. 


The R eveuue Cutter R ush Is P ressed 
Into Service. 
S an F ra n cisco , January 28th.—Affairs at 
the railway mail service remain at a stand­ 
still. The" only notable event in the mov­ 
ing of mails north will occur this after­ 
noon, when the revenue cutter Richard 
Rush will leave this port at 5 o’clock, carry­ 
ing the mails for Oregon, Washington, 
Montana and Idaho, which will be de­ 
posited at Portland,and from there sent out 
in different directions. The mails for tbat 
section of theconntry will close at 4 o'clock 
sharp this afternoon at the general poat- 
ottice. Tbe Rush will also bring the mail 
from the same localities which may have 
accumulated there owing to the blockade. 
It is estimated that at least 275 tie-bags and 
nearly twenty-five ponches of letter mail, 
including tbe registered matter, will be dis­ 
patched to-day by the Rush for the North­ 
west. The mail has been accumulating at 
the postoffice since the Columbia left this 
port on the 22d inst. 
Concerning the mail that was yesterday 
morning held at Barstow, owing to a wash­ 
out. it was stated by tbe railway mail offi­ 
cials that it bad started for this city, and it 
would undoubtedly reach here this after­ 
noon, but tbe hour could not be stated ex­ 
actly. This mail matter is tbe quanti’y 
that was carried over the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific line. 
Tbe blackboard at the postoffice slates 
tbat tbe train from Los Angeles is three 
and a half hours late, and tbe arrival of 
the Oregon and overland mail indefinite. 


The D onohue R oad. 
S an F ra n c ic o , January 28th.—General 
Manager Whiting, of tbe San Francisco 
and North Pacific Railroad, was found in 
his office in the Donohue building by a 
Bulletin representative this morning, and 
in response to the question for information 
concerning the damage and work of repair 
to the road, on account of the late storm, 
said: "The road from this city as far as 
Cloverdale, on the Santa Rosa and I'Kiah 
line, is clear, and no apprehension is felt 
tbat any mishap wili occur to interfere 
wilh travel. 
Norih of Cloverdale the 
greatest difficulty is experienced between 
Cloverdale and Hopland It was necessary, 
when tbe road was building, to make 
manv fills betwern the two points, and the 
heavy rains have caused them to sink, 
which naturally leaves the track in posi­ 
tion, but without any support, and it is 
out of the question for such a thing as a 
train to make even the slightest attempt to 
cross. Men are steadily at work repairing 
the damages at different points, but it will 
consume some little time to place the road 
in as solid condition as it was before tbe 
storm set in. We will have cause to re­ 
member the winter of 1890, for it has 
played sad havoc with our road-bed and 
tracks.

CITIZENS’ COMPANY. 
THE 


I ts R e q u irem en ts In th e W av o f C a p ital— 
A d v an tag es P o ssessed O ver P ri­ 
v ate C o n tracto rs. 


Evidently there is no likelihood of the 
gentlemen who conceived the idea of form ­ 
ing a citizens' street grading company al 
lowing the enterprise to be stillborn. The 
m ore the subject has been discussed and 
considered, the more feasible does the plan 
seem to be. The present season has dem ­ 
onstrated in what an awlul condition onr 
streets can be placed by prolonged rains, 
and while they are in that condition, pub­ 
lic sentim ent is ripe for action. T hat the 
proposition to have the streets all improved 
by grading and graveling at a less expense 
than is now entailed by such work, is a 
safe one, there rem ains no doubt. Com­ 
petent engineers have given estimates that 
show that good streets can be had at a com ­ 
paratively low figure, if all the people will 
take hold and help along the proposed en 
terprise—-some by taking stock in it, and 
the others by placing no obstacles in the 
company’s way. 
The company that it is proposed to or­ 
ganize among citizens will need consider­ 
able backing in the way of subscriptions to 
its capital stock. 
In all probability stock­ 
holders will not be called on for more than 
one or two dollars out of each ten sub­ 
scribed, but the remainder would be there 
ready for call, which would give the com­ 
pany good financial backing and standing. 
The first assessment m ight be small, and 
should be spent in exam ining into the 
plans before the company. It will cost 
tim e and money to get figures on tram ­ 
ways, steam wagons, gravel-pits, steam 
shovels, etc. 
Surveys could be made along 
the proposed lines of street work, and after 
the company gets all its figures, so that it 
can estimate approxim ately as to w hat the 
cost of grading will be, a proposition can 
be submitted to the Trustees that they will 
grade a street at certain figures, and will 
agree that if the Trustees order this street 
improved, they will have a bid in at or 
below these figures when the tim e comes 
for bidding. Private contractors could not 
afford to give their figures away in advance 
like this, but the public grading company 
conld, as it will be in business sim ply to 
enable people to get work done at fair fig­ 
ures, and it would accomplish its task if it 
caused other contractors to underbid it. 
One great trouble heretofore has been 
that when a 3treet was ordered improved 
people had no idea at what prices contracts 
would be let, and ta avoid the possibility 
of choosing between high prices and doing 
the work themselves, they have sim ply re­ 
monstrated. 
If citizens generally, as they should, 
would subscribe for stock, the company 
would be popular, as no one would prob­ 
ably subscribe so m uch as to canse them 
enough anxiety as to profit and loss on 
their investment. 
In other words, the 
public would have confidence that the 
company was not out for any great profit, 
and would be satisfied with what would be 
reasonable. 
A large company conld afford to buy 
gravel pits, tramways, steam wagons, etc., 
to an extent that would be impossible in the 
case of a private contractor. 
W henever it 
is found that property-holders have not the 
ready means to improve their property this 
company could advance the money or al­ 
low the owner to pay on the installm ent 
plan. Should it happen that the company 
had not enough capital*for such a ¡credit 
business, an auxiliary “loan company” 
m ight easily be organized, and there are 
m any citizens willing to put money into 
such a compsny and be satisfied to earn a 
sm ail interest. 
It may be that the company will find it 
practicable to take contracts and sublet to 
_ ther parties, to whom they m ight agree to 
furnish grading material by means of their 
tram way, steam wagons, or otherwise. 
The following is a copy of the form of the 
agreement prepared by Mr. D. A. Lindley 
to be signed by subscribers to the capital 
stock of the proposed citizens’grading com­ 
pany: 
We, the undersigned, being desirous of pro­ 
n g in g the improvement of the streets of Sacra­ 
mento, hereby agree, one with the other, to 
subscribe lor the number of shares set opposite 
our resp C'.ivt names, in a corporation formed 
under the terms of. and complying with the 
conditions herein set forth: 
First—That a corporation be formed with a 
Capital stock of not less than 825,000 nor more 
than 8100,000, divided into Bhares of a par value 
of 8100 each. 
Second—That the business of said corporation 
be that of grading, graveling, macadamizing 
and paving streets or roads in Sacramento city 
and In Sacramento county; buying and selling 
gravel, gravel pits, stone, stone quarries ana 
real estate, building and owning roads or tram ­ 
ways, wagons or other devices for the transporta­ 
tion of m aterial used in grading: borrowing or 
loaning money for the improvement of streets: 
doing all business incidental to improving and 
streets, roads or sidewalks. 
Third—That this shall not be binding until 
subscriptions hereto shall have aggregated at 
least 819,000 capital stock. 


THE STREETS. 


I m uch surprise! when 
I 
had reached 
Brighton station not to have seen a particle 
of water. From Brighton I still walked 
the track and came to the city front, hav­ 
ing m ade the rounds of the city. 
I am satisfied that no city or town in 
California is so secure against an overflow 
as Sacramento is. 
The whole distance 
traveled m nst be six or seven miles, and is 
a circle of iron or railroad track, where 
thousands of loads of rock or earth can be 
brought to a given point at a m om ent’s 
notice. 
I returned home satisfied that, w ith the 
exception of one place, onr city is safe, and 
if it should be flooded I pity the rest of the 
valley. T hat one exception is the Y street 
levee. To leave that a weak place is like 
building a corral twenty feet high to hold 
wild cattle, and to finish the job by having 
a two-bar gate four or five feet high. 
By all means bnild the Y-street levee as 
high and as strong es those on the east, 
north and west sides, and then we will be 
perfectly safe. 
Damages a hundred fold 
would result should the Y-street levee prove 
defective. 
Let the croakers, cranks and 
Silurians take the same walk and stop 
w hining.

THE EYE. 


D r. W . E . B rig g s’ L ectu re L ast E vening 
on th e E ye. 
A very good audience assembled at the 
A rt Gallery last evening to hear the second 
lectuie of the Museum Association’s course. 
It was by Dr. W illiam Ellery Briggs, on 
The W onders of the Eye,” and it proved 
entertaining and instructive. Dr. Briggs 
began by explaining a model of the eye, 
taking it in pieces and explaining the 
functions of each part. H e also used dia­ 
grams for sim ilar purposes. 
H e analyzed the popular belief that there 
is expression in the eye, and showed it to 
be fallacy, since the eye is really expres­ 
sionless itself. 
But in combination with 
the eyelids, the eyebrows and the other 
features of the face it does reflect the m en­ 
tal state. For this reason, he said, the 
Turk requires his women to cover all the 
features of the face except the eyes, with 
which alone no flirting can be done. H e 
then considered the eye in infancy, youth 
and age. 
In infancy, by carelessness in 
treating children the first few days after 
their birth, thousands are injured in eye­ 
sight for all after life. 
He pointed out 
how this ill is effected in detail. 
In youth there is often serious injury to the 
eyesight, by requiring too close application 
to books, by badly lighted school-rooms, 
and by other means, all of which in uiinu- 
tia) he pointed out, w ith m any warnings to 
teachers and to parents. In m anhood, by 
use of tobacco, by using the eyes in dull 
light, im proper artificial light, by mental 
agitation, by unhygienic habits, *bad air, 
reading in twilight, in cars and while w alk­ 
ing, etc , great injury ¡3 done to the eye, 
the most delicate of all the organs of the 
body. 
He pointed out these ills in detail, and 
specified practices that are m aking us a 
near-sighted people, and glasses alm ost a 
necessity to existence. The choosing ol a 
calling, he added, is seldom made with any 
reference whatever to the powers of the 
eye, yet no organ shonld be so m uch con­ 
sulted in selecting a vocation. 
Referring to the cement walk question, 
he insisted that the grayish-white cement 
walks should be prohibited, and dark or 
blue ones only be permitted. 
For the red- 
colored stone walk he had no approval. 
He treated extendedly of artificial light 
and how best to use it with least likeli­ 
hood of injury to the eye. 
In conclusion, he touched upon the rules 
that should be observed to insure good eye­ 
sight to the extreme lim its of old age, and 
touched sharply upon the use of eye nos­ 
trum s and some popular errors as to treat­ 
m ent of the eye when it is afflicted by 
dust, cinders, or foreign substances that 
enter it. 
At the conclusion of the lecture, the lec­ 
turer, who spoke in a conversational tone, 
and with no effort whatever at oratorical 
effect, was warm ly applauded. 


SUED FOE LIBEL. 


T he L evees. 
It is expected that the excellent work 
done on the Y-street levee, between Front 
and N inth streets, will be practically fin­ 
ished to-day. Men are now engaged in 
laying the brnsh mattresses along the out­ 
side slope. 
Mayor Gregory and Trustee W olf made 
a circnit of the levees yesterday and pro­ 
nounce them in good condition. 
A telephone has been placed at the junc­ 
tion of the north and east levees, and each 
of the Trustees has a key to its box, as also 
has a citizen living in the vicinity of the 
telephone. 
Although th e American is 
away down now and out of sight of the 
levee, it has been deemed a prudent thing 
to place the Trustees w ithin comm unica­ 
tion with that end of the city until after 
the spring freshets. 


T he C alifornia S tate B an k B rings A ction 
A g ain st th e “ B ee.” 
The California State Bank has com­ 
m enced snit in the Superior Court against 
Jam es McClatchy & Co., publishers of the 
Sacramento Bee, lor $25,000 damages for 
libel. 
The snit is based od an article which ap 
peared in the paper m entioned on the 15th 
inst.. which purported to he the history of 
a fraudulent transaction in which one 
George W arren was alleged to have been 
swindled by one W illiam H arlow ; and 
further, that the California State Bank was 
connected with the transaction—having 
been the holder of a contract drawn up be­ 
tween Harlow and W arren. 
The bank people point out in their com­ 
plaint that this article intim ated that they 
had “ willfully, corruptly and in violation 
of ita duty as a bank, connived and confed­ 
erated with said H arlow 
to cheat and 
defraud said W arren ; that it willfully ab­ 
stracted or destroyed the contract with in­ 
tent to injure W arren.” 
In conclusion the 
complaint sets forth that “ the said pnblica 
tion was false, defamatory, malicious and 
unprivileged, and by means ef said false, 
defamatory, ^malicious and unprivileged 
publication the plaintiff has been injured 
and damaged in the sum of $25,000 and 
costs, and such other further relief as to 
the Court may seem proper.” 
The attorneys for the bank are: Charles 
T. Jones, 8. Solon H oll and Grove L. 
Johnson. 
Onr evening contemporary last night in 
republishing the com plaint, added that its 
information concerning the alleged disap 
pearance of the docnment deposited in the 
bank had been gained by one of its re­ 
porters from Mr. Gerber, and that the 
reporter had interviewed Mr. Abbott, the 
cashier, who had declined to say anything 
about it. It added that it had made its 
publication on statem ents of its reporter, 
who still insists that he had correctly 
reported w hat had been told him at the 
bank. 
WHAT THE BANK OFFICIA8 SAY. 
As the snit was the subject of considera­ 
ble talk last evening, a K e c o r d - U n i o n re­ 
porter called upon Messrs. Abbott and 
Gerber, and asked them to state the facts 
from their standpoint. 
Mr. Abbott replied that one of the dam ­ 
aging statem ents made in the artic.e in 
question, was that a document left in the 
bank in trnst “had vanished and conld not 
be found,” when an interested party called 
for it. 
‘Now, the facts are,” continued Mr. Ab­ 
bott, “after the agreement in question was 
deposited in the bank no one who had any 
right to see it asked to see the agree­ 
m ent, excepting Mr. W arren, who was 
in the bank but once, and then went 
away with a correct copy, m ade without 
expense to him . 
The agreement has 
at all times since the 18th of October, the 
date of its execution, been in the custody of 
the bank. The notes m entioned were left 
by Mr. Harlow for collection, and were 
collected for his account, like any other 
banking transaction of which the officers of 
the bank had no knowledge, other than 
such as concerned them as collecting agents. 
The agreement signed by Mr. Harlow and 
Mr. W arren is a simple and straight one, 
containing snch stipulations that Mr. H ar­ 
low would be the last person to desire it to 
‘vanish.’ ” 
Mr. Gerber, when spoken to on the sub­ 
ject, sa id : “On October 18tu last I wrote 
an agreement at the request of Mr. Harlow 
and Mr. W arren, and the same was left 
with the bank for safe-keeping. A day or 
two thereafter Mr. W arren called at the 
bank and asked for a copy ot the agree­ 
ment. One of the clerks wrote a copy of 
it, which I handed to Mr. W arren, and I 
have not seen him since. After making 
the copy I replaced the original in the 
vault, where it has been at all times since. 
No other inquiry was made in relation to 
the document by anyone, and I had no oc­ 
casion whatever to again refer to it. There 
could 
be 
no 
possible 
advantage 
to 
Mr. Harlow to have the document ‘van­ 
ish,’ and I did not 
state 
to 
anyone 
that the paper 
had disappeared. The 
statem ent 
published 
January 
15th 
that ‘W arren appealed to the terms set 
forth in the contract, and went to the bank 
to secure that document, and that it had 
vanished and could not be fonnd,’ Is false 
in every particular. 
Upon inquiry, I find 
that no officer or employe of the bank, ex­ 
cept myself, has ever spoken to Mr. W ar­ 
ren, or would know him if they saw him . 
I did not consider it m y duty to explain 
the details of the transaction, no m atter 
how simple it was, to a reporter, m uch less 
to say that ‘the paper disappeared in some 
way. I don’t know how: I know when *

A HOLD ROBBERY AT SEATTLE. 


D an Seavey, th e M ail-C arrier. Turns 
Up Safe—Sensational Shoot­ 
ing Scrape a t Fresno.

UESPEKATK ROBBER. 
A Seattle Faro Dealer Held Up and 
Bobbed o£ #300. 
Seattle, January 2Stb.—“lam in hard 
circumstances and must have mocey; give 
me $200.” These were the words spoken 
to P.. J. Burns, a faro dealer in the Elite 
f&mbling-rooms on Cherry street, between 
eo.nd and Tcird; and the dealer looked 
at the same time into the mouth of a 45- 
caliber. double action Colt’s revolver, be­ 
hind which stood a desperate-looking man 
about twenty-two years of age. Six other 
persons were in the room, but none dared 
move. 
“Give it to me; I mean it, and will have 
that amount, ' continued the desperado, as 
he cocked his pistol and shoved it into the 
face of the dealer, who sat trembling in his 
chair behind the table. 
“All right, here’s the money,” remarked 
Burns, as he handed out $200. 
“Now, if you don’t say anything about 
this, I will return in a short time and give 
you $300,” and with these words the bold 
highwayman walked backward toward the 
stairwav leading oat of the room. 
Dick‘Rickards, the doorkeeper of the 
game, started to follow him, facing the pis­ 
tol. The robber ordered him to stop, but 
Rickards approached one step nearer. It 
was a fa'al step, for the desperate man 
fired three shots in quick succession. 
Rickards fell to the tlour. He had received 
two wounds, one in the breast, the other in 
the wiist. The former may prove fatal. 
Immediately after firing the shots the rob­ 
ber ran down stairs and mingled with the 
crowd on the street. He has not yet been 
captured. 
The police searched for the robber, but 
were unable to find Him. He was at last 
located in the White House, a pleasure re­ 
sort tour miles south of Seattle 
Deputy 
Shetiffs McDonald and Brooks fatered the 
house and a pistol fight occurred. Over 
ten shots were fired, but no one was hurt. 
The man escaped from the rear of the 
house and tied to the woods.

— Three pistol- 
shots broke the stillness of the air about 1 
o’clock yesterday morning, and many fami­ 
lies residing on 8outh Ventura street were 
thereby aroused. For some time W. L. 
Hedrick, a merchant, has suspected James 
L. Michaels of criminal intimacy with his 
wife. Hedrick and Michaels are cousins. 
Hedrick has observed, and so have his 
neighbors, that Michaels’ visits were made 
during the absence of the head of the 
family, and Hedrick last night undertook 
bytneaid of a private detective to ferret 
out the object of his cousin’s visits. Mi­ 
chaels bethought himself that it would 
also be wise to employ a watchman, so 
whtn he visited Hedrick’s house about 12 
o’clock last night he took a detective with 
hiru.Detective No. I took nates and set out to 
inform his principal. When Hedrick ar­ 
rived he brought with him reinforcements 
in the persons of two policemen. Detect 
ive No. 2 observed the approach of the 
enemy and notified Michaels, who escaped 
by the bick door, closely followed by Hed­ 
rick and the officers.

Portland, January 28th.—Between 1,500 
and 2,000 people witnessed the contest be­ 
tween Joe Choynski,of 3an Francisco, arid 
McLarney, the'ltish Giant, Saturday night. 
In the first round both came to time 
briskiy. They sparred carefully a minute 
and a bait before a blow wss struck. 
Choynski secured the first point in a blow 
on the chest. McLarney got back on Joe’s 
ribs Choynski struck McLarney a right­ 
hander on "the ear and almost knocked him 
off the stage. McLarney recovered him­ 
self quickly just as time was called. 
The second round showed careful spar- 
rxn; by both men.

Bakersfield, January 28th.—Last Sat­ 
urday evening at Kernvilie a party of 
young folks were watching a wire suspen­ 
sion Lot bridge which the river was 
thrashing violently, when one end pulled 
out of the ground, where it was anchored 
eight feet deep, and the wires in some way 
caught and threw seven of the party into 
the river. 
One man, Frank Boston, was carried 
several hundred yards down the stream 
and landed on an island, from which he 
was rescued the next day by a horseman. 
Trat night Charley Tibbetts swam his 
horse to the island, but the animal refused 
to swim back until daylight. 
One young lady of 17, Miss Maggie Shoe- 
mnte, born in Kernvilie, was drowned and 
her body found the next day 1.000 yards 
down the stream, her hands tightly grasp­ 
ing the branch of a tree. She was a uni­ 
versal favorite and her untimely death has 
caused great sorrow.

An Unidentified Body at the Morgue—

San F bancisco, January 28th.—The body 
of the mau dargged from the quicksands 
south of the Cliff House on Sunday is 
still lying on the "unidentified” slab at 
the Morgue. A closer examination by the 
Coroner discloses the fact that he had been 
shot in the head, the bullet entering 
through the right ear, taking an upward, 
backward course and lodging in the brain. 
The nature of tho wouDd indicates that 
the man must have shot himself, pressing 
the weapon close tip to the ear. No pistol 
was found in the vicinity, and it was prob­ 
ably swallowed up in the sand. 
A party called at the Morgue this even­ 
ing and said he was strongly of the opin­ 
ion that the unknown man found dead 
last Sunday with a bullet in his head was 
named James Saunders, and said he was 
formerly a cook in the Bon Ton Restau­ 
rant at Portland. 
Bishop Andrews of the Methodist 
Church, who returned from a trio to Japan 
a week or so ago, and has been visiting 
Bishop Fowler here, has started for his 
New York home. 
W. H. Rogers, the commission merchant 
and at one time one of the leading wheat 
exporters of San Francisco, died very sud­ 
denly yesterday at his home on Buchanan 
street. He had just risen, and about 6 
o’clock was seized with what is believed to 
have been heart disease or apoplexy. 
Death ensued in a very few minutes. The 
deceased leaves a widow and family. 
Up to 10 o’clock this morning there were 
ICO deaths reported since Friday last at 4 
o’clock. Out of this number thirty deaths 
were occasioned by pneumonia, twenty 
fiom consumption, four from bronchitis, 
one from asthma and one from pleurisy, 
making fifty-six from lung diseases out of 
the 100 reported.

The morning session was devoted to a 
discussion cf the best means of disposing 
of the lot belonging to the Order on Van 
Ness avenue and Fell street. There the 
Sons of the Covenant own 127x100 feet of 
real estate, which is very valuable. The 
disposal of the land was referred to the 
Trustees, with full power to act. 
Several amendments to the constitution 
were introduced. The most important 
were those that provided for the perfecting 
of appeals by members from the action of 
their Lodges.

COLORED CHILDREN. 
They Cannot lie Excluded From the 
Fuhlic Schools. 
San F rancisco, January 28th—S. A. 
Crookshank, a teacher in a Visalia public 
school, refused to admit Arthur Wysinger 
as a pupil on the ground that he was a 
colored boy and that a school was provided 
for colored children. 
Edmond Wysinger, 
father of the boy, applied to the Superior 
Court for a writ of mandate to compel the 
teacher to admit his son. which application 
the Court refused. 
The father appealed 
from this order, and the Supreme Court 
holds that the Buard of Education of the 
city of Visalia, represented by the teacher, 
exceeded its rights in excluding the colored 
boy from the school, reversed the decision 
of the Court below and ordered a writ of 
mandate to issue compelling the Board to 
admit the petitioner to the school. 


THE WRONG MEN. 
Three Men A rrested for Supposed Train 
Robbers. 
Tulare, January 28th.—Three men were 
brought down from the northern part of 
the county last night under suspicion of 
being train robbers. They were arrested 
by officers from Traver, on an island in 
Kings river. All were heavily armed and 
refused to give up their arms, though will­ 
ing to accompany the officers. 
A special train wa? run from Traver to 
bring the posse and captives here to meet 
the railroad detectives. Len Harris aud 
Will Smith. The men are named Wilson, 
and consist of father and two sons. They 
were taken to Visalia to-day, after exami­ 
nation by the detectives, and will be turned 
loose this evening, as there is no proof 
against them. The men were the center of 
attraction for a large crowd at the hotel 
this morning.

Difficulty Experienced in Getting I’ro- 
vender lor Cattle. 
Ybeka, January 28th.—The road to Scott 
valley, over the Forest House divide, was 
broken by Colonel Stone’s stage horses yes­ 
terday tiirough ten feet of snow.

Many buildings 
and barns were wrecked all over the coun­ 
try. Everybody is shoveling snow to keep 
the buildings from danger. The mail car­ 
riers are two days on the road irom Cal­ 
houn’s to Gazelle, without reaching the lat­ 
ter place. 
Dan Sevey Safe. 
Marysville, January 28th.—Dan Sevey, 
the mail-carrier of Strawberry valley, who 
set out irom Diamond Springs with mail 
last week and has been reported missing, 
has turned up all right. 
The Yuba and Featber rivers continue to 
run down slowly. No damages are re­ 
ported from any point along their course 
from the recent freshet. 
In the tule basin in Sutter county, along 
the Sacramento river, water is said to have 
risen six inches higher than during the 
flood of last December, but this can do little 
further injury. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad steamer 
Herald, a boat ol large capacity, has been 
bringing up large quantities of freight by 
the Sacramento and Feather rivers since 
the high water set in. Her cargo on the 
last trip up amounted to about one hundred 
tons. 
Summing Up Damages,

Rosa Republican sums up the loss caused by 
the recent storm as follows : Levee gone 
between the two Cloverdalebridges and the 
piers of tbe new bridge moved out of posi­ 
tion ; Alexander valley bridge gone and 
Geyserville bridge badly damaged; Dry 
creek iron bridge washed out, and the 
Lambert bridge, three mile3 above, dis­ 
lodged. A number of other small bridges 
which span Dry creek are washed away.

The bridge across Sonoma creek was car­ 
ried away. The Ukiah extension is in a 
fearful condition.
